Legal proceedings to recover their 
adopted daughter, Katie Ambs, who 
was kidnaped by her mother and uncles 
in Joplin, will be started by Mr. and 
Mrs. E. P. Ambs of 4708 Vernon ave- 
nue. In tears, Ambs told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Wednesday how his wife 
had been induced to take the little girl 
to Joplin as an accommodation to Mrs. 
Mary Owsley, the mother, and how she 
and her brothers took Katie by force 
and drove away with her.

Mannes while the other brother took 
the little girl and ran with her to a 
buggy. The two men leaped into the 
vehicle and drove away on a gallop. 
Mrs. Ambs returned from Joplin 
Wednesday, but she was so overcome 
with grief she could not talk about the 
kidnaping. 

Mr. Ambs has consulted his attorney, 
and as soon as he can get service on 
the kidnapers; he says, he will hale 
them inte court to show cause why the 
little girl should mot be returned to her 
fosterparents.

Cc. Porter Johnson, Republican cam- 
paign spellbinder and member of Rich- 
ard C. Kerens’ staff of aids in his sena- 
torial boit of 1905, has been rejected by 
the City Council for a $3000-an4d-expenses 
job as special counsel in the condemna- 
tion of East Side property for free bridge 
approaches. 

Mayor Kreismann, who was visibly

The matter was placed before the 
council in the form of a special con- 
tract between the city and the attorney. 
Before another name can be submitted, 
the Mayor w'll have to make terms with 
his new appointee and embody these 
terms in the next communication to the 
Council. 

Councilman Lehmberg alone voted to 
accept Johnson, the other 12 members 
voting adversely. 

Johnson, for several years an active 
Republican, was formerly a Democratic 
campaigner.

POLICE BOARD IS {8 
TOO LARGE HERE 


Former Head of New York 
Force Would Have but One 
Head to Department. 


EXECUTIVE IS NEEDED 


Commissioners, Declares New 
Yorker, Can Legislate, but 
Not Control.

Gen. Theodore A. Bingham, former 
autocrat of the New York police force, 
believes St. Louis has too much Police 
Board, and that a single executive of- 
fice, like the one which he recently 
filled, should be created here. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter who waited 
on Gen. Bingham Wednesday at the 
Buckingham Hotel Annex, found him 
disposed to add little to the brief but 
explicit suggestions he made in his talk 
before the Contemporary Club at the 
buckingham Tuesday night. 

“The best police commission,” he said, 
‘fig one man. A board can legislate, but 
what a police force requires is execu- 
tion, and one man can best execute. 
With a police commissioner of that 
kind, the office of Chief of Police is un- 
necessary. 

“The State should keep out. Police 
‘control should be a local affair. The 
‘military idea should not be emphasized. 
Common sense discipline is what is 
| needed. 

' “The police force should be in definite 
‘ratio to population, and should be in- 
| creased to keep up with the increase 
|of population. In New York the pro- 
portion should be changed froni one 
| policeman for 450 inhabitants to one for 
'300. Whether your ratio of one po- 
liceman to 750 residents ‘here is high 
}enough, I would ndt undertake to say. 
It all depends on local conditions. 

“Pblicemen should be taught to think 
more. Let them read books bearing on 
their work—the Sherlock Holmes de- 
tective stories and the writing of Poe, 
Gaboriau and other fiction of the sort. 

“The office of Coroner is a superflu- 
ous one in a large city. The Coroner 
is usually in friction with the police, 
and he and the police blame each other 
for mistakes. Let the police surgeons 
make the investigations now left to the 
Coroner, and important police cases will 
thus be in the hands of the police from 
the start. 

Bad Politicians Cause Trouble. 

‘‘Police department troubles are usual- 

ly due to bad politicians. Police de- 
partments can and should be kept out 
of partisan politics.”’ 
In his after-dinner talk, Gen. . Bing- 
ham developed his Ydea «f the proper 
use of the words “politics’’ and ‘“‘poli- 
ticians,’”’ and of the duties of parents 
and teachers in giving children proper 
views of patriotism and public service. 
He declared there was no “Black 
Hand,”’ in the sense of a central or- 
ganization, but that there was an or- 
ganized ‘‘white slave’’ trade, and he 
urged vigorous prosecution of the men 
connected with that traffic.

“There's a Reason” 
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Clayton Prosecutor Declares 
Miss Erder Has Not Suffi- 
cient Evidence. 


The burden of proof that Mrs, Dora 
E. Doxey and the Dora BE. Dodge who 
married William J, Erder are the same 
woman rests upon Miss Kate Erder of 
8432 Connecticut street, according to the 
decision of Prosecuting Attorney 
Shackleford St. Louis County 
Wednesday. 
Miss Erder, accompanied by her at- 
torney, Edward A. Noonan Jr., went 
to Clayton to apply for a warrant 
charging Mrs. Doxey with bigamy. 
They were in conference with Shackle- 
ford more tnan an hour before it was 
officially announced that the warrant 
cannot be. issued at this time. 
“Miss Erder has much evidence which 
tends to show that bigamy was cOm- 
mitted, but there are certain gaps which 
must be filled,”’ sald Shackelford. 
“I cannot proceed until I have ob- 
tained a certified copy of the ertificate 
showing that Dora Elizabeth Fuller and 
Dr. Loren B. Doxey were married in 
Burlington, Io., in 1906. In addition to 
that I must have an affidavit from Dr. 
Sutherland, the Presbyterian minister, 
that he believes the woman was the 
woman now known as Mrs. Doxey. 
Must Preve Her Case. 
“Even that will not be sufficient. On 
Miss Erder must rest the burden of 
proving to me that the Mrs, Doxey 
whom she accuses is the Mrs. Dora 
Dodge who married William J. Erder 
here. 
“An affidavit by the Rev. Carl Pfeif- 
fer, who married Mrs. Dodge and Erder 
here, may also be required. But that 
in itself would not be sufficient. I un- 
derstand that Dr. Pfeiffer has identi- 
fied a photograph of the woman who 
was known as Mrs. Doxey in Joy, Ill. 
But that is not sufficient proof that thé 
picture he saw was a portrait of thé 
woman now known as Mrs. Doxey, who 
is now in Columbus, Neb. 
“Miss Erder herself may swear that 
the woman whom she knew as her 
brother’s wife and the woman in Co- 
lumbus are the same, but she has no 
legal knowledge that the woman she

Even evidence that Erder in- 
troduced Mra. Doxey as his wife and 
the fact that she collected his life in- 
surance as his wife would not be suf- 
ficient basis for a warrant charging 
bigamy. 
“It would not show that Mrs. Dodge 
and Mrs. Doxey were the same woman. 
Positive affidavits by the two ministers 
that the present Mrs. Doxey and Mrs. 
Dodge are the same person, coupled 
with indisputable proof tuat the woman 
now known as Mrs. Doxey was the one 
who married Doxey in Burlington are 
indispensable evidence in this case.”’

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Turkeys Have Been Made Scarce by Floods and 
Prohibitive Price of Corn Sends 
Young Pigs Up. 





If St. Louisans could be content to eat 


their Thanksgiving dinner without meat 
the meal would cost no more than last 
year. 


But as the dinner would not be 
complete without turkey or roast pig 
the favorites of the holiday feast, the 
smaller supply and consequent increase 
in price of these delicacies makes a per- 
ceptible upward tendency in the price 
of a substantial dinner. 

When the floods in the South and 
Southwest were raging last spring and 
driving farmers from their farms and 
homes, city residents did not realize tha‘ 
this meant an increased expense to them 
for the Thanksgiving feast. The floods 
that made the farmer leave his land also 
drove the turkeys to higher points, and 
many of them perished. Others who es- 
ecaped became lost and will not reach 
the market this year. 

Tukeys could’ be bought ‘in St. Louis 
last Thanksgiving for prices ranging 
from 16 to 18 cents a pound. This year 
22 cents a pound is asked, and the fowls 
are not plentiful at that price. Where 
last year a family of four persons could 
enjoy a nice turkey of 15 pounds at 
a cost of about $2.55, this year it would 
cost $3.30. 

The hog raiser figures these days that 
he is almost feeding his pigs gold when 
he throws out corn in the feed trough. 
Corn at almost prohibitive prices in- 
creases the cost of raising stock. The 
consumer pays the increase. Conse- 
quently, when pigs of the siza desired 
for roasting reach the market their price 
begins to jump upward in comparison 
to the demand. At Thanksgiving time 
the demand is larger, therefore the price 
expands. 

A Thanksgiving porker can be pur- 


chased today for about $4. At some 


places the price may be $3.75. Nothing 
less than a whole pig would properly 
grace the table of a family intent on ce:- 
ebrating the festal day without offend- 
ing custom. 

The vegetables and delicacies which 
complete the repast have not increased 
much. Cranberries at 10 cents a quart 
must of necessity accompany the tur- 
key. The market price of good celery 
today is 10 cents a stalk. Sweet pota- 
toes, which must, of course, be served

JUDGE RULES 


ASSEMBLY MAY 
VACATE ALLEY 


The right of the Municipal Assembly 


to pass an ordinance vacating an alley, 
without the: recommendation of the Board 
of Public Improvements, was upheld in 
a decision given Wednesday by Judge 
Hugo Grimm granting a writ of man- 
camus asked by Archbishop Glennon 
against the Board and Recorder Joy. 

The Assembly passed an ordinance in 
February vacating an alley between 
Union boulevard and Acadagemy avénue 
and Page boulevard awd Minerva ave- 
nue to St. Mark’s Catholic Church 
Academy avenue and Page boulevard, to 
be used as a court between the church 
and a new school building erected by 
the church. The church was to dedicate 
for public use a strip of ground along 
the line of the church property. 

Property -owners whose interests 
were affected by the closing of the 
aliey protested against the action and 
attacked the validity of the ordi- 
nance. When the plat dedicating the 
strip to the city was presented to 
the Board of Public Improvéments it 
was not accepted. The Board took 
the position that the vacation of the 
alley was not for a public purpose 
and that such an ordinance should 
have originated in the Board. 

Archbishop Glennon filed a man- 
damus suit to compel the Board to 
accept the plat and to compel Record- 
er Joy to receive and file it. 

Judge Grimm, in granting the man- 
damus, said it might be that the As- 
sembly did not act wisely and that 
the public interest was not subserved 
by the vacation of the alley, but the 
Municipal Assembly was the judge of 
that and its action was not subject 
to review by the Board or by the 
Court.

The Governcr was one of the pioneers 


in the fight against the Standard, having 


Carried the war into the enemy’s 
country when he was attorney-general, 

“I am, of course, gratified by the deci- 
Sion in this case,’ said the Governor. 
“It sustains fully the decision of the 
Supreme Court of Missouri and my 
contentions in the Missouri litigation. 
While I think there can be no question 
but that this decision means the disso- 
lution of the Standard Oi! Trust, the 
Government’s victory is only half won. 

Would Forestall Subterfuges. 
“The men in charge of these interests 
must not be permitted to avoid the ef- 
feet of this decision by any legal sub- 
terfuges or devices such as have been 
resorted ‘to in similar cases in the past. 
Further, the Government should, in my 
opinion, follow up this decision by 
criminal prosecutions against the of- 
fieers of the Standard Oil Trust. 

“The Court has held that the evi- 
dence showed a clear violation of the 
crimina] section of the Sherman anti- 
trust law. If this violation consisted 
merely in the plan of organization of 
the Standard O}] Trust, the civil pro- 
ceedings would doubtless be sufficient. 
But in view of the fact that the ev!- 
dence disclosed a record of commercial 
brigandage and oppression unequaled. in 
the history of trade, the justification for 
criminal prosecution, to my mind, is 
apparent. 

Consumers Snoffered. 

“The testimony in the Missouri litiga- 
tion, all of which was used by the Na- 
tional] Goyernment in support of its 
case, showed that the Standard Oil 
Trust, from 1908 to 1906. decreased the 
price of the crude petroleum to the oil 
producers of Kansas and ‘Oklahoma 
from. $1.20 to 40 cents a barrel. 

“And yet, during this same period, 
the price of the refined product re- 
mained practically stationary in the 
State of Missouri. Many other exam- 
ples are also to be found in the evi- 
dence where the Standard Ot] Trust, 
while forcing oil producers to receive 
a less price for the crude petroleum, in- 
creased the price of the refined product 
to the consumers.”’

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SECRET DIVORCE 


Declares Cases Should’ Be 
Heard in Open; Deplores 
Publicity. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 2%,—There was 
considerable discussion today over the 
address of Justice Brewer of the United 
States Supreme Court last night con- 
cerning secret divorces. Justice Brewer 
delivered his opinions of clandestine 
divorces for the wealthy in a talk to 
the Progress Club at Far Rockaway. 
He first condemned the publication of 
some of the evidence in the newspapers. 
“The publication of testimony in ‘yel- 
low’ journals,” he declared, “particular- 
ly in regard to divorce cases, is to be 
deplored. Such publication does not help 
the cases and it drags into the public 
eye family skeletons that had better be 
left in their clogets. The publication of 
such stuff simply feeds the morbid in- 
terest and exerts anytiHing except a 
healthful influence. In many cases 
where such matter is published, people 
go to the bad who would otherwise re- 
sume the straight and narrow path, and 
when they go wrong as a result of 
such publications, they rarely ever re- 
cover their lost. standing and their de- 
sire to be proper citizens. 

Nq Vell fer Justice. 
“But, despite all that,’’ he said, ‘‘some 
divorce suits are conducted without 
publicity. A commissioner is appointed 
to take testimony, upon which a divorce 
is granted, while the testimony and 
the entire. proceedings except the re- 
sult are concealed from public view. 
There are, it is said, unpleasant dis- 
closures; there is a skeleton in the 
family. Public trials bring to light 
a fearful mess of revolting facts. While 
I regret as much as anyone the dispo- 
sition on the part of some journals to 
hunt out the nastiness of life and lay 
it before their readers, yet against 
any concealment of secrecy in judicial 
proceedings I must earnestly protest. 
‘Better no divorces than divorces ob- 
tained by secret judicial proceedings. If 
there ts one thing which justice should 
always seek, it is the light of day—no 
dark chamber performances in this land 
of equal rights. WLet no man be rich 
enough to buy a veil to cover the recerds 
of a court of justice. 
“Tf he will come into court, if he will 
ask judicial action, let him do so only 
upon the condition that everything there 
is to be open and public.”

But what genuine hope can a reasoning man 
indulge in any such promise on the part of a 
Congress such as that which is to assemble 
this winter? With what zeal can. Speaker Can- 
non and: his committees enter upon a contest 
against trusts, either local or national? With 
what ardor can they undertake to reduce either 
the cost of living or the burdens of taxation? 

This Congress was elected under a pledge to 

revise the tariff in the interests of the people 
and to lower'the general rate of duties. It made 
a revision in the interests of trusts and monopo- 
lies, and it. increased the rate of-duties. It was 
elected upon a pledge of retrenchment and econ- 
omy. It has neither retrenched nor economized. 
On the contrary, it has not only increased the 
present burdens of taxation, but has entered upon 
policies which will entail equally heavy burdens 
in the future. From such a Congress, a model 
anti-trust law would come as a rare gift in- 
deed. 
But the issue is worth pressing, and whether 
Mr. Cannon permits such a bill to be heard upon 
the floor of the House or not, the Democrats of 
Congress should see to it that the subject is 
given consideration.

There were six children, three boys and three girls. 
After I had been there a week I heard one of the 
boys say to his cousin, who had come to visit him: 
“Say, have you seen our new broom already? Her 
name is Gustel.’’ I was the only servant girl, Maed- 
chen fuer alles, that is, girl for all kinds of work. 
It went the whole day, ‘‘Gustel, go here, or “‘Gustel, 
go there,” “‘Gustel, do this,"’ or “Gustel, do that.” 1 
had to get up already at 5 o’clock in the morning 
and when I was late a few minutes the frau would 
call, “Gustel, it is high time to get up.” My first 
work was to shine the shoes and brush the clothes. 
Herr Miller and his boys considered it altogether be- 
low their dignity to perform such degrading work. It 
was the fashion so in all families in Stuttgart, where 
there was a servant girl. I had to help in cooking 
and wash and scrub and do all kinds of work, from 
early in the morning till late at night, and ne com- 
passion was felt for me, if I sweltered over the cook 
pots in summer or my hands were chapped until! 
they bled In winter. It is also the fashion among the 
middle class in Stuttgart that men and even boys 
from 13 to 14 years up, are too proud to Carry a 
basket or bundle or package on the street, but they 
regard it as a matter of course to let their sisters 
or mothers, or even their old grandmothers, carry 
them.

They were not able to pay the high 
prices demanded by the trust, and had 
to suffer from the lack of ice during 
the hot summer months. 

To make matters worse the Polar 
Wave and Merchants companies which 
had almost complete control of the 
wholesale market refused to sell to deal- 
ers except at retail prices. This made 


lit impossible for the small dealers to 


compete with the trust. All of these 
facts were gathered by the Post-Dis- 
patch and printed. 

All the time the officers of the Ice 
Trust were declaring that the advance 
in price was due to the shortage of the 
natural ice crop and the coal strike.
